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1 EXHIBIT here the ſpiritual hiſtory, 
not of a man that had been addicted 
to groſs enormities, but of one of a fair 
character among men, and of ſome emi- 
ue for the practice of moral virtues, 
likewiſe a diligent attendant on re- 
ligious ſolemnities; but, through the 
ſignal mercy of God, awakened, towards 
the decline of his life, to a clearer ſight 
of himſelf, to a ſenſe of the weakneſs 
and imperfection of his faith in Chriſt 
Jeſus, and inattention to the peculiar 
_ glories of Chriſtianity; to a juſt contempt 
of himſelf, and abhorrence of his fins, / 
even ſuch ſins, as, according to the de- 
praved taſte of the age wherein he lived, 
paſſed under the denomination of little ' 
ones, or by the ſofter name of infirmi- 
ties; and, what is more, even of the 
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imperfections and * fins of his holy 
things,” and the buffetings of the pow- 
ers of darkneſs in ſome of his deten 
moments. 

As experience and obſervation are the 
ſureſt guides to uſeful knowledge in the 
kingdom of nature, I have alſo thought 
that ſomething of the ſame kind, tranſ- 
ferred to that of grace, might not be leſs 
ſerviceable, but rather more ſo, as it 1s 
undoubtedly a ſubject of far greater im- 
portance. It is true, many eminent men, 
Who have been zealous for the romo- 
tion of truth upon earth, have left jour- 1 
nals of their labours behind them; but 
this is a journal of one in a more private 
ſtation, and upon a different plan, even 
to enter minutely into the corruptions 
of the human heart, and leave a record | 

of the gracious and tender dealings of 

a long-ſuffering God in cleapting there- 
from. 

When the celebrated Sandta Tereſa | 
was about to publiſh her life, ſhe was 
ſtrongly deſirous of publiſhing her own ©) 
great fins; but the ghoſtly fathers would 
not ſaffer this to be done, otherwiſe 
than in a ſummary way in her preface, 
Herein deviating from the example of 
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the holy records, in tranſmitting to poſ- 
terity the ſins, even of divers of the 
patriarchs and apoſtles. I have there- 
fore preferred this pattern to that of 
ſuch ghoſtly fathers, in drawing up the 
following Diary. 

The reader is requeſted not to paſs a 
haſty cenſure, on the peruſal of this 
hiſtory for a few years, on the occaſion 
of his obſerving the power and preva- 
lence of fin, as maintaining its ſtrong 
holds for a ſeries of years, but rather 
to read on, and he ſhall find grace gain- 
ing ground; and be aſſured, that ſanc- 
tification is not the work of a day, nor 
a week, nor a year; and that the Chri- 


ſtian warfare ceaſeth not but with our 
lives.

INTRODUCTION. 


READER,. 


I F thou art a ſerious Chriſtian, and one 
that places religion in the heart, and the ſoul's 
meetneſs for glory, more than in ſpeculative, 
or mere doctrinal knowledge : if thou art in 
the claſs of thoſe who are 2 that worſhip of 
the Father, which is in ſpirit and in truth, 
and as ſuch not content with any thing ſhort 
of the power of godlineſs, as experienced in 
the inner man, warring againſt the body of 
ſin and death within thee: if ſuch a one thou 
art, the following work will recommend itſelf 
to thy good acceptance, as a pattern worthy 
of thy imitation, in a perſon of no mean de- 
gree, but of good proficiency in human learn- 
ing, and eminent in his profeſſion as a phy- 
ſician; but of ſtill higher note, and more 
praiſe-worthy, as a painful and ſucceſsful 
combatant in the Chriſtian warfare. 

But if, on the other hand, thou art a mere 
formal profeſſor of religion, and in thy heart 
a citizen of this world, reading only for cu- 

rioſity, 
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riofity, or amuſement, without any reliſh for 
things pertaining to ſalvation ; and more eſpe- 
cially, if thou art of a criticiſing, mocking 
ſpirit with regard to things of inward expe- 
rience; in this caſe proceed not to the reading 
of the following work, for in ſuch a diſpo- 
ſition; it will only ſerve to thee for matter of 
deriſion: the {ame things often repeated, ac- 
cording to their occaſions, as muſt neceſſarily 
happen in a work of this kind, will appear 
irkſome to thy delicacy and. fondneſs for no- 
velty, and both the language and matter of 
it will be thought not only inſipid, but diſ- 
guſtful. 25 | 
As the following Diary is the proper cha- 
racteriſtick of its author, ſo does it hold forth 
to us a ſpecimen of the trials and conflicts, 
the diſcipline and perſeverance that we are 
called to in our paſſage through this ſtate of 
- probation, in one way or another: for though, 
all are not appointed to the ſame particular: 
exerciſes and trials, yet every one has a war- 
fare to accompliſh, and . — comes within 
the apoſtle's exhortation, to © endure hard- 
neſs as a good ſoldier of Jeſus Chriſt :” and 
it is to be well noted, that our greateſt foes 
are thoſe within ourſelves, even our own na- 
tural evil propenſities and inbred corruptions 
and as to ſearch out and know theſe is the firſt 
part of our buſineſs, ſo to watch and fight 
againſt them, in a dependence on that grace 
which alone is ſufficient for our victory, makes 
the moſt conſiderable part of the Chriſtian 


life 
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life to the very end of it. We have here 
before us a ftriking example of this ſtriving 
for the maſtery, in a good wreſtler with fleſh 
and blood for more than the laſt twenty years 
of his life, looking unto Jeſus the author and 
finiſher of his faith, under whoſe banner he 
fought, and being faithful unto death, we 
doubt not his having received a crown of life. 
It will appear from the following memoirs, 
that the author poſſeſſed uncommon tenderneſs 
of conſcience, extending not only to 
plain deviation from the ſtrict rule of duty, 
but even to matters of mere human infirmity, 
and ſuch as would eſcape, not only cenſure, 
but almoſt notice in many perſons of approved 
character: thus, a little preſent fit of peeviſh- 
neſs on his being ſent Fe 'oilt improperly or 
unſeaſonably, too haſty a rebuke, or even an 
angry look at a ſervant for ſome tfmaller or 
leffer fault (a failing common to perſons of 
vivacity and quick tempers) would appear to 
him on a retroſpect view of the day, as matter 
of ſelf-condemnation, and as ſuch he would 
enter it in his journal: ſo likewiſe, not G riſe 
earlier on days of publick worſhip ; to be 
belated at meeting, or to be hindered after it, 
by any accidental engagements, or levity in 
converſation, from meditating on what had 
impreſſed his mind with ſeriouſneſs during his 
being there (which he aptly terms chewing the 
cud) theſe things, which may frequently hap- 
n to the moſt guarded, he would judge 
imſelf for with a ſcrupulous rigour: _ 
"TY mo 
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moſt eſpecially, if at any convivial entertain- | 
ments, even in the moſt decent company, he 
ſhould be tempted to depart in the leaſt mea- 
ſure from his accuſtomed moderation in eating 


or drinking : not that on ſuch occaſions, even 
where he complains moſt of his ſelf-indul-

- but a hair's breadth; and accordingly he often 
gives no better name to his making a full 
meal at a feaſt, than eating g ſwiniſbly or piggi/hly, 
and terms the taking a claſs of wine beyond 
his uſual ſtint, tranſe ner ug the holy bounds : 
but his judgment in theſe things was governed

abſolute intemperance, is no fixed point, but 
relative to the conſtitution and habit of per-

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Diary, as to this particular, and alſo that 
obſervation of his, that there is generally a ſting 
in the tail of a feaſt, and as he certainly is not 
ſingular in this remark, ſo it may ſerve, and 
is here recommended, as a good memento to 
perſons of lefs guarded appetites, foraſmuch 
as what frequently paſſes in general com 
tations, even among the ſoberer ſort, will not 
always bear the Ks of a ſerious examination 
the next morning: what then ſhall be ſaid as 
to perſons of a voluptuous turn, who lay 
themſelves under no reſtraint at ſuch times? 
What but that they lay a bait for temptation, 
and turn frailty into wilful fin. : 

Moroſeneſs, or doggedneſs of temper, is 
another failing with which he frequently 
charges himſelf throughout his Diary, even 
to ſelf-hatred and indignation on this account; 
and it is very probable that there was ſome- 
thing of an hereditary choler in his, natural 
temperament, which might do the office of 
a ſharp thorn in the fleſh : ſure it is from his 
confeſſion, that it ſerved to him for an gxer- 
ciſe of much humiliation and jealouſy over 
himſelf, in which he ſo far ſucceeded, at leaſt 
as to ſuppreſling the eruptions of this infir- 
mity in company with his equals, that it ap- 
peared not to thoſe he uſually converſed with: 
and notwithſtanding his many ſharp animad- 
verſions on himſelf, both with reſpect to this 
and the laſt foregoing article, I am warranted

Since I began this introduction, the following teſti-

God the glory, And here it is appolite to 
XZ remark, that it would be better for ſome who 
talk and boaſt much of their Chriſtian liberty, 
and that more from doctrine and ſyſtem, than

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(till they were called unto it) they applied 
themſelves more to work out their ſolvation 
with fear and trembling, and uſed not their 
pretended, ſelf- aſſumed liberty for a cloak to 
licentiouſneſs. There is indeed a liberty pro- 
miſed in the goſpel, conſiſting in a perfect 
freedom from ſin, and freedom to righteouſ- 
neſs, even in that perfect love which caſteth 
out all fear, and a bleſſed privilege it is from 
the Lord; not only in the perfection of it, 
but alſo in our advances towards it; but ho- 
few in compariſon, even among the excellent, 
I attain unto it before death is ſwallowed up in. 
victory; before mortal ſhall put on immor-- 
tality, and corruptible ſhalt put on incorrup- 
tion. To ſtand in awe, that we fin not, is 
certainly a precept applicable to the beſt of 
men; and D own hearts 
in that religious reverence that is due to ſo 
awfut an examination ; if we conſider rightly - 
the power and malice of our great adverſary, 
the deceitfulneſs of fin, the frailties of our 
mortal nature, and the many dangers and 
ſnares that beſet us on every ſide, theſe con- 
fiderations will lead us to a charitable inter- 
pretation of much ſcrupuloſity in our brethren 
with reſpe& to many ſmaller matters, if any 
thing can be called ſmall that appears to them 
to carry with it even the moſt diſtant effect on 
their ſpiritual concerns.

The ſeverity of Doctor Rutty in the judg- 
ment he paſſed on himſelf in matters of mere 
human infirmity, and ſuch as were chiefly 
complexional, does not appear to have leſſened 
his charity towards others, for he had much 
of that Chriſtian humility which leads us to 
eſteem others better than ourſelves ; and ac-
